SAINSBURY’S has won its fight to 
open a supermarket in Faversham 
and promised to use local suppliers 
when it opens the store next year 

Architects for the firm were forced to make 
eleventh-hour changes to the plan to develop 
land at Bysingwood Road after learning coun¬ 
cil officials were set to reject the scheme 
because of design concerns. 

However, council members voted an over¬ 
whelming 14 to two in its favour at a planning 
meeting on February 4 after agreeing the store 
would favour local suppliers. 

A spokesman for Sainsbury’s said: “We are 
delighted with the council’s decision to 
approve our application for a new Sainsbury’s 
at Bysing Wood Road in Faversham. 

“Councillors recognised that a new food store 
would deliver greater choice and new jobs local¬ 
ly and help to retain consumers in Faversham 
who are currently leaving to shop elsewhere. 

“We will discuss the conditions with the 
council, but we can confirm we are proposing 
to incorporate high quality, indigenous land¬ 
scaping within the scheme. 

“We also already have a plan to source many 
of our products from within the region and we 
are also keen to minimise the impact of construc¬ 
tion works such as preventing mud on roads. 

“Sainsbury’s would like to thank everyone 
who has shown their support for the proposals 
since we first launched the scheme last year, 
and we are looking forward to opening our new 
store in Faversham next year.” 

The new store is now expected to create 300

Family upset by 
racist abuse on 
council website

A YOUNG gypsy family say 
they were left disappointed 
and hurt after letters con¬ 
taining racist abuse were 
placed on Swale council’s 
planning website. 

After being contacted by 
Yourswale, council officials removed 
the letters but the family now fear 
they will never receive permission to 
move onto land they purchased oppo¬ 
site Bobbing crematorium. 

Robert Beck and his wife Mary had 
hoped to be granted permission at a 
planning meeting last Thursday 

However despite three council 
meetings, one site visit and a recom¬ 
mendation by planners to pass the 
application, officers ordered yet 
another delay, leaving the family to 
wait until March 4 to hear if they 
have a home. 

Mrs Beck, together with gypsy 
rights campaigner Mick Harrington, 
spoke exclusively to Yourswale after 
the meeting. 

Mr Harrington said: “Tonight saw 
prejudice placed over planning mat¬ 
ters. 

“This young family have done 
everything by the book, but Swale 
council has done everything to 
thwart them and nothing to help. 

“If the family had moved onto the 
land they would have been given 


temporary planning permission by 
now, but they wanted to do things 
properly and have been punished for 
doing so. 

“In my view, by leaving those let¬ 
ters on the website Swale council has 
incited racism towards gypsies from 
the community. 

“If this was any other ethnic 
minority they would not get away 
with it. They should hang their 
heads in shame.” 

Mrs Beck said: ‘Yes, this is the way 
we have chosen to live, but we work 
hard and pay our way. 

“My children go to school and my 
husband and I are law-abiding citi¬ 
zens. 

“We wanted to do things properly 
but through this process people have 
called my children ‘gypsy scum’ and 
locals have screamed ‘put a wall 
round them’. Is this normal, honest 
behaviour?” 

Mr Harrington said it was unlikely 
the situation would get better in the 
short term because he believed 
Swale council would not introduce 
permanent sites until pressured to 
do so in 2011 when new legislation 
comes into force. 

A Swale council official said: “Any 
objection letters with racist content 
which had been posted on the plan¬ 
ning website have been removed. 
However they will remain on public 
file. 

“The motion for refusal was made 
on the grounds of the impact of the 
local countryside gap. The planning 
committee will consider the applica¬ 
tion again on March 4.”

new jobs and bring an additional £24 
million into the historic town centre 
by attracting new customers who cur¬ 
rently travel to Sainsbury’s stores fur¬ 
ther afield. 

It also hopes to entice villagers into 
the town. 

The meeting wasn’t all plain sailing 
as objectors complained a third super¬ 
market would jeopardise the future of 
the vibrant high street and squeeze 
independent retailers. 

Cllr Bryan Mulherne bemoaned: 
“Tesco in Faversham recently intro¬ 
duced a shoe healers to compete with 
Morrison’s who do not offer that serv¬ 
ice. Obviously this has an adverse 
affect on the town.” 

However, Labour parliamentary 
candidate Angela Harrison dismissed 
suggestions the town centre would be 
adversely affected and said people 
were free to make their own choices. 

She said: “It’s up to the local com¬ 
munity to support local traders. If 
they want to support them then use 
their services. 

“I refuse to use Tesco shoe healers 
on the Isle of Sheppey and I use the 
one in Sheemess town centre. 

“This is my choice, but if some peo¬ 
ple want to do everything at a super¬ 
market then that’s up to them.” 

Rail disruption after 
suicide bridge threat 

RAIL services were severely disrupt¬ 
ed in Faversham and Sittingboume 
after reports that a distressed man 
was threatening to throw himself on 
the line on Friday, last week. 

Trains were halted and a negotiator 
from Kent Police eventually talked 
the man down from a railway bridge 
in Rainham. 

The incident caused severe disrup¬ 
tion for commuters, with 155 trains 
delayed, cancelled or diverted.

as station attacker

A BLACK training shoe saved a 
schoolboy from being convicted of a 
vicious attack committed by his 
twin brother. 

The teenager had accompanied his 15-year- 
old brother and a mutual friend to 
Sittingbourne station on July 27, last year, 
where they launched a brutal attack on anoth¬ 
er schoolboy who was waiting to board a train. 

After being punched in the face, the victim 
was rugby tackled to the floor and repeatedly 
kicked and punched by one of the twins. 

The innocent twin repeatedly maintained he 
had nothing to do with the assault, claiming he 
only got involved to try to stop the violence. 
However, witnesses claimed he had kicked the 
victim in the face as he lay on the ground. 

Giving evidence by video link, the 16-year-old 
victim said: “I was with three friends waiting 
for the train to go to the cinema. I’d just got my 
ticket and was standing on the platform when 
one of the boys came up and punched me full in 
the face. 

“We ended up on the floor and there were 
punches everywhere. I remember one punch 
landed on my right eye. It blinded me and I 
couldn’t open it and I was in pain. Then I got a 
kick in the face which landed on my nose. Just 
before the kick I saw a dark coloured shoe com¬ 
ing towards me. It was a like a big black thing.” 

The attack took place on a busy station plat¬ 


form at 4pm and was witnessed by dozens 
shocked parents with children. The court heard 
how at one point the boys were brawling on the 
edge of the busy platform while a train 
approached the station. 

The innocent boy was found not guilty after 
the court was shown video evidence that 
showed he was wearing white trainers and 
played no part in kicking the victim. Witnesses 
said they found it virtually impossible to distin¬ 
guish the two brothers. 

The two guilty boys, who both attend one of 
the top schools in the area, were convicted of 


the assault, fined £150 and ordered to attend 
and youth offending programme. 

Magistrate Tony Broadick said: “Neither of 
you comes out of this without any credit. 

“Imagine how people with young families felt 
who witnessed this. You are fortunate that you 
have supportive families and good futures 
ahead of you - this is unusual for people who 
appear in this court. 

“If you do not comply with what has been 
asked you will be brought back to this court and 
given a very different sentence.” 


Extremists to 
fight for first 
far right MP 

TWO far-right political parties will run 
for office in Sittingbourne and Sheppey 
at this year’s general election. 

Both the National Front (NF) and the 
British National Party (BNP) confirmed 
they will fight for the marginal parlia¬ 
mentary seat, with the BNP eyeing it as 
the home of its first British MP. 

The BNP’s intention to stand at the 
general election was revealed by 
Yourswale in November, last year, when 
the party admitted the region was a key 
target. 

Labour and Conservative party mem¬ 
bers agreed the best way to respond to 
the challenge was by focusing on policies 
and principles. 

Labour group leader Cllr Roger 
Truelove said: “It was inevitable the 
BNP would want to stand. 

“It’s up to us to win over the voters and 
demonstrate how many of the BNP’s 
right-wing slogans are simply wrong.” 

Opportunity 

Conservative parliamentary candidate 
Gordon Henderson said: “I welcome the 
opportunity to show I am the best person 
to represent the community and reflect 
the issues that matter most.” 

BNP spokesman Graeme Sergeant 
said: “We are pleased to announce we 
will be fighting for the Sittingbourne and 
Sheppey seat and we will be out visiting 
voters soon. 

“We have had a unit at Sittingbourne 
for two years and definitely expect to see 
our first MP in Kent.” 

Labour’s Derek Wyatt narrowly won 
the constituency vote at the last election 
by just 79 votes. 

Mr Wyatt is standing down as an MP 
at the next general election.

All five men were bailed and are 
due to report back to police on 
March 10.

A PREDATORY paedophile who 
committed the “grossest and foulest 
breach of trust” was taken off the 
streets of Swale after a judge jailed 
him indefinitely. 

Joseph Richard Davey was convict¬ 
ed on 17 counts of sexual 
abuse including forcing a 
child to engage in sexual 
activity, rape and child 
pornography charges span¬ 
ning more than a decade. 

Davey, from Sheemess, 
groomed and tormented 
his young victims for over 
ten years, saying they 
would go to prison should 
they tell anyone about his 
despicable crimes. 

Sentencing the 61-year- 
old pervert, Judge Andrew Patience 
said: “I had not realised the sheer 
horror of what you had done to each 
of the children. 

‘You treated each from a very 
young age in a way that was cruel, 
degrading, humiliating and deeply, 
deeply damaging. 


“It was the grossest and foulest 
breach of trust. You present a signifi¬ 
cant risk of reoffending. You are vile 
and depraved.” 

Davey who was sentenced at 
Maidstone Crown Court on Friday, 
will be locked up for at 
least 16 years. 

If released, he will have 
to sign the sex offenders 
register for life and will 
never be allowed to work 
with children. 

Lead investigator PC 
Nicki Hunt said despite his 
guilt, Davey had shown no 
remorse for his wicked¬ 
ness: “He was a scheming 
and predatory child abuser 
who committed unimagin¬ 
able abuse over a long period of 
time,” she said. 

PC Hunt went on to praise the two 
victims for their courage: “Both were 
phenomenal. The success of this 
investigation would not have been 
possible without the sheer braveiy 
they have shown.”

SHEERNESS Lifeboat station has 
long been an unsung jewel in the 
Sheppey crown. 

Set deep within Sheemess Docks the strict 
visiting criteria laid down by the port authority 
has led to the brave efforts of this volunteer 
crew often going unnoticed so when I was invit¬ 
ed to the station I eagerly accepted. 

RNLI Sheemess is manned by one full-time 
coxswain and 20 volunteers made up of para¬ 
medics, photographers, heating engineers and 
students. 

When I arrived at the station I could hear 
male banter coming from the mess on the first 
floor. I climbed the stairs with more than a lit¬ 
tle trepidation. I shouldn’t have worried. The 
welcome was warm and genuine. 

After a cup of tea and a quick yam the crew 
sort me out an all weather kit and life jacket. 
Paramedic Jason senses my discomfort as I 
stmggle to lift my leg over the station step: ‘You 
get used to it” he says. I sense this isn’t the only 
thing they have had to get used to. 

Two lifeboats run from the station. The 
Trent class offshore lifeboat has an opera¬ 
tional range of 250 nautical miles. The second, 
a 16-foot dinghy, gives a fast response for 
inshore services. 

Life and death 

On board the all-weather lifeboat you get a 
sense of what it’s like in a real emergency. 
Everyone knows their place. They have to. It’s 
the difference between life and death. 

As the dinghy crew speed along beside us 
they throw a 14-stone dummy overboard. 
Immediately the crew spring into action and the 
rescue operation starts. It’s an impressive sight. 

As I cling for dear life, the crew darts around 
the deck paying attention to every minute 
detail including the angle at which the 
dummy is retrieved for fear of upsetting 
essential blood gasses. 

The sea is calm and the weather conditions 
perfect. I can’t imagine how they do this during 
raging storms. 

Below deck a state-of-the-art navigation and 
radio system is constantly maintained. It’s sur¬ 
rounded by seats for the entire crew. 

This is where they strap themselves in dur¬ 
ing gale-force ten conditions - water-tight doors 
shut, with the knowledge the ship will right 
itself in seconds should it tip over. It’s not for 
the faint-hearted. 

The lower deck is for casualties, sadly I’m 


told, not all alive. Every inch of space has been 
utilised to squeeze in up to 20 people. 

While on board the crew tell me how Coxswain 
Robin Castle runs a tight ship. It’s clear to see. 
From the meticulously maintained engines to 
the relentless drills, this is his passion. 

“It gets in your blood,” he says. ‘You never 
tire of the satisfaction of knowing you’ve 
saved a life.” 

With the drill over, youngest member Arthur 
Ormesher, 17, smiles at me as he whizzes past 


in the dinghy with the only female member, 
Nicky Wood, at the helm. 

Now the serious business is over it’s back to 
the mess and it doesn’t take long for the banter 
to return. Nicki quips of her male comrades: 
“They are all ladies really,” before adding, “They 
are a good bunch. Probably the best.” 

A sentiment I for one won’t argue with.

Call for jobless 
recruits to join 
the Green Team 


AN ENVIRONMENTAL charity is 
offering ten conservation appren¬ 
ticeships to long-term unemployed 
young people living in Swale. 

The Green Team is a practical training 
programme run by Groundwork Kent & 
Medway and targets 18 to 24 year olds who 
have been on the dole for at least nine 
months. 

The scheme has run throughout Kent for 
many years but this is the first time young¬ 
sters in the borough have been given the 
chance to apply. The announcement comes as 
unemployment in the borough reached an all 
time high for ten years at just below four per 
cent. 

Green Team supervisor Chris Hoddinott 
said the programme was targeted at people 
who had left school with little or no formal 
education or employable skills. 

He added: “We will be taking seventy 
young people off the dole over the next eight¬ 
een months and at least ten of these places 
will be dedicated to Swale”. 

The apprentices will work for 25 hours a 
week on a six-month contract during which 
time they will be taught conservation skills 
as well as receiving training in pathways, 
carpentry and building.

“Our goal is to fill the gap on their employ¬ 
ment and skills history and make them 
employable,” said Chris. “As well as practical 
skills we will also work on their self confi¬ 
dence, interview technique and offer help 
creating professional resumes.” 

He says the charity hopes to work with 
agencies and community organisation in the 
region to identify worthy projects. 

“One of our projects will be building a pond 
dipping platform at the church marshes in 
Sittingboume. This will involve creating a 
raised decking area within a pond.” 

The 33 year old believes if anyone should 
know how successful the project is he should, 
having joined a similar scheme in his early 
twenties. 

“Having been unemployed myself as a 
young man without any employable skills I 
know how this scheme can change someone’s 
life. If anyone is a advert for it then I am. I 
have been employed since getting on the 
scheme and my life has been significantly 
better because of it.”

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Fund boost for skatepark 

A STATE-of-the-art skate and climbing park 
in Queenborough is one step closure to com¬ 
pletion after funding was secured from the 
Big Lottery fund. 

The park will bring a welcome diversion to 
young people in the area who often complain 
there is not enough for them to do on the island. 
As well as bike circuit and skate park it is 
hoped a climbing area will also be constructed. 

The youth facility will be built ta Whiteway

To date council officials have managed to 
secure £135,000 made up of £117,300 from the 
Big Lottery fund, £10,000 from Queenborough 
town council and £5,000 form Kent County 
Council together with £3,000 from 
Queenborough and Rushenden Together. 

The full cost of the project is estimated at 
£185,000 and officials hope to secure remain¬ 
ing funds from a Community Spaces grant 
valued at £49,999.

Tell us a little bit about yourself 

A As the domestic abuse coordinator my role 
is an extremely varied one. My primary 
objective is to develop services for victims of 
domestic abuse. This ranges from raising 
funding, training and promoting existing serv¬ 
ices.

I am currently 
studying an MA in Women and Child abuse so 
the subject is very important to me.

So many indi¬ 
viduals and organisations work tirelessly to

Grant will provide dedicated support for young rape victims 


A CHARITY supporting 
Kent’s victims of rape and 
sexual violence has secured 
funding for Britain’s first- 
ever children’s independent 
advisor. 

The new position means young peo¬ 
ple who have suffered abuse at the 
hands of rapists and paedophiles can 
access specialist, confidential support 
solely for youngsters. 

Gravesend-based Family Matters 
was able to make the provision thanks 
to a grant of £64,000 from the Equa¬ 
lities and Human Rights Commission. 

Malcolm Gilbert, operations director 
at the charity, said the new Young 
Person’s Independent Sexual Violence 
Advisor (YP-ISVA) was vital. 

He said. “Of the 200 rape victims we 
see, a quarter are aged 12 to 16. 

“By offering this help we are filling a 
gap which has never been done before 
for children.” 

Mr Gilbert added that as well as

being awarded the grant, the partner¬ 
ship between Family Matters, the 
Crown Prosecution Service and Kent 
Police through the Kent Criminal 
Justice Board had made real changes to 
victim support. 

The organisations are also working 
with the UK Border Agency to help 
deal with young girls who have been 
trafficked for the sex trade. 

Rebecca Masey, who has taken on 
the YP-ISVA position, will offer tai¬ 
lored support to children and young 
people who have suffered rape or sex¬ 
ual abuse and act as a gateway to the 
charity’s therapy service. 

Risk assessments will take place to 
ensure further victimisation is 
stopped. The focus will be on hard-to- 
reach groups and youngsters less like¬ 
ly to come forward for help. Close fam¬ 
ily members of victims will also receive 
support. 

Deputy Chief Constable Adrian 


Leppard, who chairs the Kent 
Criminal Justice Board, said he was 
sure that the specialist service would 
also help secure convictions. 

“Through this role, vulnerable and 
emotionally-scarred children will get 
more of the help and support they 
need and deserve,” he said. 

One person who knows only too well 
the need for services like Family 
Matters is 24-year-old Sarah (not her 
real name). 

Last August she was raped by two 
men after her drink was spiked. 
Speaking about her ordeal to KOS 
Media, she said she would not have 
been able to cope had it not been for 
the Adults’ Independent Sexual 
Violence Advisor. 

“It’s important children are helped 
too,” she said. “I wouldn’t have been 
able to get through this without the 
counselling. 

“I would just say to anybody, don’t 
hide it. Come forward and get help.”

Artefacts saved as fire museum made homeless 


THE Kent fire service museum urgent¬ 
ly needs a new home. 

Fire chiefs have reluctantly been 
forced to move it from their Maidstone 
headquarters and are now hunting for a 
new location to house the collection. 

Fire service historian Roger Mardon, 
from Canterbury, said he was sad about 
the closure but delighted his campaign 
to keep the collection together had been 
successful. 

He said: “In my view, the museum 
should preferably be maintained at 
service headquarters, but if that were 
not to be it is important to preserve the 
collection intact. 


“There was unanimous support [at 
the Kent Fire and Rescue Authority’s 
planning and performance committee] 
for the principle of keeping the collec¬ 
tion together. 

“A project team, including representa¬ 
tives of the interested parties, is to be 
established to develop plans for a virtu¬ 
al [online] museum and for rehousing 
the artefacts. 

“Committee chairman Keith Ferrin 
made it clear it was not the intention to 
close the existing museum straight 
away and he undertook that everything 
possible would be done to rehouse the 
collection in one place. 


“While it is disappointing the muse¬ 
um will have to move, I am encouraged 
by the support for keeping the collection 
together. Every effort must be made to 
find somewhere this can be done.” 

The museum opens one day a week 
and includes artefacts including videos 
of fire, photographs and a hollowed-out 
tree trunk used as a water main. 

A fire service spokesman said: ‘We 
have teams of staff who need to be locat¬ 
ed at our HQ to run the service and we 
do not have room to house them. 

“This means we have to look at all 
options and freeing up space taken up 
by the museum has to be considered.”

Eastern and Coastal Kent 
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Homes should cash in by generating their own electricity 


DEMAND for solar panels is set to 
soar after the Government annou¬ 
nced a support scheme allowing 
householders to make an income 
from generating their own power, a 
renewable-energy researcher has 
predicted, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Kent Green Party member Steve 
Plater said he was planning to 
install a photovoltaic (PV) system on 
the roof of his Sevenoaks home that 
will convert solar radiation into 
enough electricity to meet three- 
quarters of his needs and save about 
£500 a year in energy bills. 

Energy and climate change secre¬ 
tary Ed Miliband unveiled the new 
scheme this week; it will see ‘feed-in 
tariffs’ (FITs) paid to people, com¬ 


munities and businesses who gener¬ 
ate electricity from solar panels, 
wind turbines or other renewable 
sources. 

PV panels on household roofs will 
get a higher feed-in tariff and all will 
be up-rated with inflation each year. 

Mr Plater said that after his system 
was installed he would make about 
£1,000 a year in payments as a result. 

“Anyone who has got money sitting 
in a building society account would 
get a much better return by invest¬ 
ing it in solar electricity,” he said. 

The Government said the sector 
would supply two per cent of the 
UK’s electricity by 2020. 

However, the Conservative Party 
and environmental campaigners 


have said the announcement lacks 
ambition. 

Shadow energy and climate 
change secretary Greg Clark, the 
MP for Tunbridge Wells, said: “FITs 
are essential to allow decentralised 
energy to play a major role in our 
energy mix, but Labour’s proposals 
lack ambition. 

“Ministers should have been bold¬ 
er with this scheme so more jobs 
could have been created and greater 
emissions reductions achieved.” 

Mr Plater, who gives talks about 
microgeneration of renewable ener¬ 
gy across Kent, said: “It is really not 
ambitious enough - Germany 
already generates two per cent of its 
electricity from solar. 


“The key point about renewable 
energy and energy efficiency is they 
go together and you can deploy them 
in hundreds of thousands of places 
very quickly. 

“It is much quicker than building 
huge power stations - nuclear or 
coal takes years and years and they 
are not going to help us achieve 
climate-change targets by 2020. 

“And we are the last major country 
in Europe to bring FITs in. Germany 
has had one since 2000.” 

However, Mr Plater thought that 
FITs would make renewable energy 
systems such as PV panels more 
attractive to householders. 

“There are other reasons people 
want it, but clearly money is an 


important driver - being able to 
finance it matters and also feeling 
independent from energy companies. 

“If you can generate three-quarters 
of electricity from your own roof you 
largely escape future price rises.” 

Initial installation costs were high, 
with panels costing £5,000 per kilo¬ 
watt of capacity, he said. 

People can receive grants from the 
Energy Saving Trust’s low-carbon 
building scheme, but only until 
March this year. However, with the 
feed-in tariff income, and saving on 
electricity bills, it makes an attrac¬ 
tive tax-free return on investment of 
eight to 10 per cent, which is better 
than most forms of savings account, 
the Kent Green Party said.

PARENTS with children at one 
Faversham school will soon be able 
to keep up to date with their 
youngsters’ progress by computer 
and mobile phone.

Head teacher Catrin Woodend said the 
school’s recent Ofsted report had spurred 


them on: “We were extremely pleased with the 
report and are determined to work on improv¬ 
ing communication between parents and the 
school. This is a priority for the Abbey.”

Whether they are Twittering (er, anoth¬ 
er social network craze for those too lazy to write 
more than 20 words at a time) to guesting on 
any TV show which claims viewers under 25. 

There is a part of me, a very small part, that 
believes MPs really do wish to make the world 
a better place and to give a voice to their con¬ 
stituents no matter how marginalised. 

Mr Wyatt (who already runs a good website) 
said: “I certainly hope that now people know it 
can be done, and that citizens want to engage 
in this way, my colleagues at home and abroad 
take this idea and make it even better for their 
constituents.” 

The app was written by public sector digital 
agency, Public Zone, and is available free of 
charge from the Apple iTunes store. 

Public Zone intends to roll out the MyMP 


app, which also integrates with Google Maps, 
to other MPs this month. 

I wish Mr Wyatt well but I foresee a slight 
problem with his fellow MPs. 

Modem technology is pretty damn clever. 
The iPhone* is a very smart piece of kit. But 
because of their GPS abilities and the marvel 
of Google Maps (from satellite pictures right 
down to a picture of your front garden just 
from a postcode), the iPhone* can tell you 
exactly where you are. Oh yes, and it can tell 
everyone else exactly where you are. 

Brilliant for parents who want to watch their 
kids (but who’d tmst them with a 500 quid 
phone?) but not perhaps for your average MP. 

Do they really want people to know exactly 
where they are every minute of the day? 

I suspect not, far too risky... though I guess 
they could always leave their iPhone* in the 
House of Commons on answerphone while 
they slipped off to do other things. 

* Other smartphones are cheaper: Google 
Nexus, Nokia N900, HTC Hero but they haven’t 
the hype (or such a successful App Store).

Tell us a bit about yourself 

Political opponents could never accuse me of being a toff 
because I come from a working-class background.

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tion of renewable energy. The new tariff pro¬ 
vides a long-term guaranteed price for all 
electricity generated, even if the it is used 
by the householder. 

An extra tariff is paid for electricity fed 
into the grid. The feed-in tariff income and 
saving on electricity purchased yields an 
attractive tax-free return on investment of 
about eight to ten per cent - better than 
most forms of savings account. 

Tim Valentine, who lives in Selling and is 
the Green Party candidate for Faversham 
and Mid Kent at the general election, had a 
photovoltaic system installed on January 
29. In most cases, planning permission is 
not required. The panels have already gen¬ 
erated 20 units of electricity, even in weak 
winter sunshine. The system will generate 
60 per cent of the electricity his house uses. 

The feed-in tariff will provide an income 
of about £1,000 a year and reduce his elec¬ 
tricity bill by a further £170. The whole sys¬ 
tem was installed and commissioned in a 
couple of days.

WHEN grime star Lady Sovereign 
entered the Big Brother house last 
month she left her ‘queen of UK 
hip hop’ title and arguably her 
credibility at the door.

Cera tackles double role

YOUTH In Revolt stars one of 
Hollywood’s up-and-coming stars 
in Michael Cera, who’s made his 
name through a string of geeky 
roles in Juno, Superbad and last 
year’s Nick And Norah’s Infinite 
Playlist.

When Nick meets Sheeni, he’s feeling com¬ 
pletely disillusioned about his mundane exis¬ 
tence. Cera explains: “Nick doesn’t have a 
great home life. His parents are divorced, his 
mother has an idiot boyfriend and his life is 
stagnant. He meets this girl who blows his 
mind and he feels he has to hang on to her.” 

Cera reportedly split from his actress girl¬ 
friend Charlyne Yi last summer after they co- 


starred in indie project Paper Heart. He says 
he can relate to the ‘torment’ Nick suffers 
through his love for the mysterious Sheeni. 

‘You never know what she feels about you or 
what she’s really thinking.

TENERIFE is known as 
a tourist hot spot sullied 
by over-development and 
bad behaviour by visitors. 

The island, however, wants a 
new reputation to lure discerning 
travellers to its sun-kissed shores. 

The largest of the Canary 
Islands off the coast of north-west 
Africa, this Spanish isle has a 
temperate climate year round, 
rivalling destinations like Dubai 
and The Gambia for weather, with 
shorter flights from Britain. 

A smattering of exclusive hotels 
is emerging on the west coast, far 
from the all-night partying of 
Playa de las Americas and neigh¬ 
bouring Los Cristianos, where 
apartments go so far inland they 
swamp the surrounding hills. 

Away from all that is the five- 
star Sensatori Resort on the out¬ 
skirts of the village of Alcala, fur¬ 
ther up the coast, around 10 min¬ 
utes’ drive from the dramatic 
cliffs of Los Gigantes in the west. 

It’s here that I discovered a true 
taste of paradise, taking in the 
stunning 260m infinity pool, the 
largest in Europe, the shimmer¬ 
ing Atlantic and the neighbouring 
island of La Gomera. 

At Sensatori, the stunning 
rooms, marble flooring, sparkling 
chandeliers, fountains, designer 
decor and dramatic sculptures 
can take your breath away. 


Bag a villa in its Red Level area 
and you get a butler and private 
pool within your tropical garden, 
and an outdoor double bed under 
a thatched canopy. 

At the Sensatori’s Michelin- 
starred Calima restaurant, where 
chef Dani Garcia is a bit of a 
celebrity, our 12-course taster 
menu began with delicious dry-ice 
cocktails and included delicacies 
such as foie gras, oysters and truf¬ 
fle cake, accompanied by fine 
wines, some produced locally. 

But it’s not only the hotels that 
are falling over backwards to 
spruce up this island. 

Last year, Siam Park, a water 
park, opened in the south, boast¬ 
ing the biggest artificial waves in 
the world at nearly 10ft high. Its 
surrounding beach is created with 
tons of silky white sand imported 
from Portugal. 

We hired a private cabana with¬ 
in the park, with its own balcony 
overlooking the wave pool, to 
allow us the luxury of a safe TV, 
DVD and Wi-Fi connection, plus 
mini-bar, comfortable loungers 
and an outside shower. If you 
want a similar package for four, 
including entrance, fast-track 
queuing and limited all-inclusive 
deal in restaurants and bars, it 
costs a cool 400 euros (£360). 

Ecological measures are also 
being stepped up to save what is 
left of Tenerife’s natural beauty. 

Nearly a decade ago, virtually 
anyone could - and did - take a 
boat from Los Cristianos to watch 
whales and dolphins. Many 


beautiful creatures were sur¬ 
rounded by boats, with tourists 
happily snapping away. 

Under new rules, boats must be 
licensed and are carefully moni¬ 
tored to stop whales and dolphins 
from becoming distressed. The 
marine guide on our charter said 
that this had driven away 
unscrupulous operators and 


improved the whales’ breeding 
cycles. 

Tenerife is still home to all- 
night party-goers, English pubs 
and and bacon-and-eggs break¬ 
fasts after a heavy night. 

But if all you want is peace, 
quiet and serenity in the ultimate 
tropical setting all year, it may be 
closer than you ever imagined.

What you should know 
about buying abroad 


KENT’S potential investors in 
overseas properties will do well to 
check out homes in France and 
Italy this year as two of the most 
stable markets. 

The National Association of Estate Agents 
International said that, as always, any 
potential profits to be made will be down to 
the strength of sterling. 

It said purchasers should look at what it 
called ‘less risk/ investments and in particu¬ 
lar towards the more stable markets such as 
France and Italy. 

But for the very best bargains, buyers 
should try Spain or Turkey, where the former 
has seen spectacular falls in property prices 
during the past 18 months. 

But the association predicts prices will 
remain stable in the first quarter of 2010, so 
purchasers should consider making cash 
offers by March to secure a bargain in any of 
these countries. 

And experts predict the balance of supply 
and demand will stabilise once house prices 
pick up and the pound strengthens against 
the euro. 

Linda Travella, spokeswoman on Italy at 
NAEA International said: “After a slow start 
to the year, the last quarter of2009 saw sales 
and interest returning to the international 
market, with Italy being considered a safer 
investment than many other markets 
around the world. 

“As always, the strength of the pound will

have a significant bearing on the quality and 
quantity of sales, and this year it looks to 
stay at the same strength. 

“Even though the UK appears to have fall¬ 
en behind other economies in the race out of 
recession and economic recovery, sterling has 
held pretty firm against the single European 
currency, trading two to three cents either 
side of 1.10 during the second half of last 
year. 

“For the first quarter of 2010 the number of 
international buyers is expected to remain 
low and therefore offers are more likely to be 
accepted making it a very good time to pur¬ 
chase an overseas property. 

“However by late spring, property prices 
are expected to increase by three to five per 
cent. Key areas to invest in include Tuscany, 
Le Marche and the Lakes of Maggiore and 
Garda, where good deals can be found if you 
buy sensibly.” 

And Des Rowson, spokesman on Spain, 
added: “It has seen a difficult 12 months on 
the sales front as buyers have been particu¬ 
larly reticent about purchasing during an 
economic downturn. 

“Bargains are available but remember, 
price reflects position and quality. 
Unfortunately the coming year will not 
change too much until we see the pound 
strengthening and clients accepting that the 
registered agents do know what purchasers 
are prepared to pay.”

• Never sign a contract that you do not understand (for 
example - if it is in a foreign language). 

• Seek specialist advice from independent solicitors, architects 
and surveyors who know the country's laws. 

• Ensure you do not inherit a debt on the property before you 
purchase, which a solicitor should be able to check - some 
developers borrow money against the plot to raise finance. 

• Always give yourself a 'cooling off' period if you see a 
'must-have property' and are tempted to put down a deposit. 

• If you are arranging finance on the property, ensure in any 
contract and you have an 'opt-out clause' if a loan is not agreed. 

• Try to arrange your mortgage finance 'in principle', before 
agreeing to purchase the property or pay a deposit.

Mazda's lighter and lower' 
philosophy is looking good 


RATHER than opting for premium- 
price ‘eco’ models, Mazda has 
adopted a lighter and lower’ design 
philosophy across its mainstream 
range. 

The current Mazda2 supermini, Mazda6 
family/Mondeo class car and now the Mazda3 
family hatch have all had the ‘treatment’: better 
aerodynamics, weight-saving and reduced 
engine emissions and fuel consumption. 

This has delivered range-wide tax and eco- 
savings exemplified by the latest Mazda3 (priced 
from £14,730) and particularly the tax-beating 
1.6 TS2 five-door diesel tested here (£17,390). 

It can average more than 60mpg - without 
needing a six-speed gearbox - and also incurs 
the lowest payable road tax of £35 a year. 

And because a brand that markets itself with 
a ‘Zoom-Zoom’ label could not escape with 
anything less, it also handles well without 
detriment to the ride. 

Where some diesel hatchbacks can feel

the nimbleness of the car. So, with a typically 
crisp Mazda gearshift and direct steering plus 
a more than adequate 109bhp under the 
bonnet, this is a company or private buy that is 
easy to live with in all situations. 

It cannot quite match the latest VW Golf for 
refinement, but is a more cost-effective option, 
to be judged more against the ubiquitous Ford 
Focus and latest Vauxhall Astra. 

It looks leaner and more muscular than its 
rather frumpy predecessor and the cabin 
echoes the impressive Mazda6 in layout, style 
and quality, though rear legroom is only 
average for the sector. 

Having driven most engines in the line-up 
now, test driving the well-equipped TS2 version 
of the ‘cooking’ diesel confirmed it as the ‘go to’ 
model for most buyers. By comparison, the 
105bhp 1.6-litre petrol needs a lot of gearshifting 
to make progress, though still a rewarding drive. 

For those who like the look of the ‘3’, but 
crave more thrills, Mazda has also just 
launched the MPS hot hatch version (£21,500). 

Arriving within months of the mainstream 
line-up this 257bhp turbocharged 2.3-litre petrol 
model can hit 62mph in just 6.1seconds and 
wears a bodykit to complement its good looks.
